ag fhe half dimes of 1854 are about the 
commonest of the series and would bring anywhere from 
five to fifteen cents according to condition. Those 
with a small o on the back Hor the New Orleans mint 
might bring a few cents more. Of the 1853%s those 
without arrow points at side of date might bring from 
ten to fifty cents each. Those with a smllo on the 
reverse should bring a dollar or more. With arrow 
points at side of date, with or without the o on the 
reverse would bring from five to fifteen cents each. If 
Vrs. Harrison wishes to sell them I would advise her 
to write to lir. \iayte Raymond, 465 Park Avenue, New 
York City.
